S ummer 2011 Fee Review 

The Commission discussed the proposed 2011 summer fees with Mr. Connelly. Ms. Mayer stated that she would like the fees to 
remain the same, if possible, especially in these difficult fiscal times for families in the community. Mr. Connelly agreed that he 
would like to keep them as low as possible. Mr. Robillard stated that he could see an increase in the $1.25 field fee if the user 
groups were forced to take on their own field lining. Ms. Mayer stated that she would rather see that type of increase to stop a 

potential loss of service. 

Wellington Tennis Court Review 

Landscape Architect Andrew Leonard reviewed the survey and preliminary options for the court system. The Commission 
discussed several lay-outs to consider. Mr. Leonard indicated the survey results on the soil were very good. Ms. Mayer and Mr. 
Leonard discussed making sure an independent testing lab tested the drainage. The Commission recommended that we try to 

maintain the current layout of the five courts. 

The Commission discussed the pathway and the play ground area. It was decided that the current playground equipment should be 
removed immediately due to safety concerns. The Commission discussed the pathway system and viewing benches. 







Robbins Farm Slide - Mr. Connelly shared his conversations with the Capital Planning Committee and their concerns over the 
design and funding for the slide. The Commission discussed these concerns. Mr. Connelly stated that he was working with 
landscape architect Andrew Leonard on options. Mr. Connelly stated that he has had conversations with Friends of Robbins Farm 
President Christian Klein who indicated the Friends would help raise $25,000 to assist in the renovation cost. The Commission 
reaffirmed its commitment to the repair of the slides as a safety priority. 


Rink and Recreation Update 

M r. Connelly reviewed the Ed Bums Arena Renaming evening with the Commission. M r. Connelly also reviewed the next step s 
with the private group raising funds for additional locker rooms and indicated that it was made clear to the group that any such 
project would follow the public process for planning, review and construction.
